43 of 45 Decisions Accepted. 


“Acting as a court of adjuilication, 
the Industrial Court has rendered 45 
important decisions which relate to 
wages and working conditions in the 
industries of transportation, fuel and 
food. Of these 45 decisions, 43 have 
been accepted, both by employes an4 
employers. Probably 90 per cent of 
the cases have been brought by em- 
ployes. 

“Here is a typical case: Soon after 
the Industrial Court was established, 
the carmen of the Joplin & Pittsburg 
Railway brought a case for increase 
in wages. They asked the court to 
make a survey of the cost of living | 
and give to the carmen a living wage. | 
The court made a careful survey of | 
the living conditions of the district. 
They made an award increasing the 
wages of the carmen. In that award 
the president of the court, calling at- 
tention to the fact that the award 
took into consideration not a living 
wage, but a fair and just wage, point- 
ed out that the law directed the 


trial Court in this case increased 
the wages of the men something 
like 30 per cent. The second deci- 
sion decreased their -wages a trifle 
over 10 per cent. In both instances 
the court held the confidence both 
of the men and of the company. 

“During the strike in the packing 
industry, although Kansas City, 
Kan., is the second packing center 
of the United States, no difficulty 
was experienced in keeping the 
packing houses functioning. Al- 
though there were riots, killings and 
property destruction calling for 
troops at Chicago, St. Joseph, Oma- 
ha and Oklahoma City, and other 
packing centers, there was no call 
In Kansas for any extra protection 
to secure obedience to the law. 

“The Industrial Relations Act has 
been applieti more frequently to the 
mining industry during the last two 
years than to any other one of the 
four main industries declared by the 
law to be essential to the public 
welfare. During the last year prior 
to the establishment of the Indus- 
trial Court, there was an average of 
13% strikes a month in the Kansas 
field, and the average numberof 
‘days a miner worked was i141 for 
the year.

‘The total production of coal In 
Kansas during the strike not 
enabled us to supply fuel for

It has been an in- 
terstate strike, following the award 
of the Federal Board, and the action 
of the national leaders has kept ths 
members of the.crafts from. placing 
their cause before the Kansas courts 
upon its merits. Therefore, the only 
provisions of the law which haves 
been operative are the antipicketing 
provisions and such other b om ce 
tions as guaranteed to the pu ‘the 
continuous operation of transporta- 
tion. 

“Fortunately, it has not been nec- 
essary for the State, in any instance, 
to take over the operation of any 
railroad. The nearest to this was 
when the Missouri Pacific announce: 
its intention to take off some 25 
trains in Kansas. The State chal- 
lenged the right of the Missourf Pa- 
cific to stop these trains and demand- 
ed the reason. The Missourt Pacific 
gave as the reason that there was 
an insufficient supply of coal. * 

“The State immediately guaranteed 
to the Missouri Pacific a sufficient 
quantity of coal to keep all the trains 
coing, and the trains were not taken 
off. Subsequently, it developed that 
this was not the real reason the Mis- 
sour! Pactfiic had for taking off 4ts 
trains. It had desired for sonie time 
to take ‘off some branch line .tfains, 
the annulment of which was sought 
under the guise of an emergency. .

| Excelsior Springs Impression Is  - 


That Democratic Club Women 
Won’t Support Reed in November 


"Marguerite Martyn Cites Significant Incidents 


to Prove Official Action as to Opposition to 
Senator Was Not Needed After Snub- 
bing Big Male Convention. 


By MARGL ERITE MARTYN. 

HE impression left upon the ob- 
T server at the State conference 

of women’s Democratic clubs at 
Excelsior Springs and the meetings 
there of the Women’s» Democratic 
State Committee, is that the women 
belonging to thesé organizations will 
not support Senator Reed in No- 
vember. 

No official action was taken, to be 
sure. The women do not want to 
risk the effect such action might 
have upon the rest of the Demo- 
cratic ticket; though “any woman 
ought to be able to scratch her 
ticket dntelligently.”” was an oft-re- 
peated observation. Neither do the 
women care to incur,the stigmatiza- 
tion of party bolters,. though all de- 
clare there is no conflict with their 
eonsciences on that point, since 
Reed is not really a Democratic can- 
didate. 

The nearest approach to a definite 
assertion of policy toward the Sen- 
ator’s candidacy was that episode of 
peremptory adjournment in the 
midst of a busy session when one 
woman, whether innocently or as a 
misguided tool of the machine, ven- 
tured the suggestion that the Sena- 
tor be asked to address the meeting. 
The vote for adjournment was 38 to 
8. And some of those voting against 
adjournment were said to be op- 
ponents of the Senator. 

Eighty-nine Democratic clubs with 
more than 24.000 members were 
enrolled at. this first conference of 
the new organization. If the same 
proportion of Reed and anti-Reed 
sentiment holds good, there is quite 
a formidable array of opposition in 
itself. sti Nineadie 

Another reason for the avoidance 
of any official action against the 
head of the ticket was the inspira- 
tion such action would give the ene- 
my to organize. Mrs. Halsey Wilson 
of New York, Democratic woman 
leader of the Bronx borough of that 
city, who conducted a public speak- 
ers’ institute in connection with the 
women’s meeting, expressed the 
opinion that the women could ac- 
complish little in opposition to the 
candidate without thorough organi- 
zation and a yigorous campaign; and 
such organization against any name 
on the Democratic national ticket. 
she deplored as contributing to the 
strength of the party now in power 
at Washington. At the suggested 
prospect of having this candidate. 
in case he is elected in November, as 
the next nominee for President on 
the Democratic ticket, even the New 
York woman, an emplove of the 
National Committee, could not with- 
hold a shudder. 

Women’s Minds Made Up. 

But the women I talked to were 
serene in their confidence that no 
intensive propaganda will be neces- 
sary: that women’s minds already 
are made up with regard to Senator 
Reed: that instead of being steam- 
rollered into line, the action of the 
State Committee in refusing all ex- 
cept two women delegates a vote, 
added recruits to the opposition to 
Senator Reed. This whole action 
they attribute to the presence and 
dominance of Senator Reed, since at 
all preceding State conventions since 
women began .to vote, they have 
been seated and have voted. 

Well—just as an afterthought— 
probably the Senator would not have 
dominated had the women been able 
to vote Now it remains to be seen 
if he can reckon without the women 
on election dary! 

Without referring avermuch to the 
scratching of any particualr name, 
speakers at the women's conference 
repeatedly emphasized this point 
that the greatest contribution wom- 
en have to make with their entrance 
com parative 
freedom from partisan entangle- 
ments—their freedom to be true to 
their own convictions 

It is the independent vote which 
keeps the parties behaving even as 
well as they do, it was pointed out: 
and it is only by reproving one’s 
party with a protest vote when its 
representatives are behaving badly 
that one helps to keep the party 
principles inviolate. | 

“Be mysterious, women.” was 
favorite injunction which Mrs. Emi!v 
Susan Harshe of Columbia: and IT 
heard the same idea repeatediy 
echoed when it came to discussing 
means of confusing the enemy. 

It is my private opinion that be- 
fore the effects of the Democratie 
Committee's action in unseating the 
women delegates entirely 
ayay, the men, astute politicians 
though they may be. will hare 
learned someting new with regard 
to the handling of the feminine ele- 
ment. 

Women frequently are led to su«- 
pect that men have not a monopoly 
of all the wisdom in the world. At 
Excelsior Springs there were som. 
amusing instances to further stimu- 
late our suspicions. After Mrs. 
Thernton Brown had protested on 
the floor of the convention that she 
had been elected a delegate from 
Jasper Coynty in precisely the same 
manner and under the same condi- 
tiens as the men of her delegation. 
and nevertheless was denied a seat. 
Jase ph B. Shannon of Kansas City 
came to her and said. “Mrs. Rrown. 
if find you were elected just as you 
said you were.” 

“And how @id you find it out?” 
asked Mrs. Brown. 

“Why,” returned Shannon. “I

The Jasper County women were 
the only women seateg, though other 
women delegates were elected in the 
same mannerand onthe same terms 
as the men, and all said they were. 
Apparently Mr. Shannon failed to in- 
quire from any man about the 
women of other delegations, and so 
he remained unenlightened. 

Now Joseph B. Shannon, Demo- 
cratic boss of Kansas City, is sup- 
posed to be the most astute of them 
all. It is to be acknowledged that he 
did fool the women once, hood- 
winked them completely.

When Senator Reed had concluded 
his address it was past midnight of 
a long and hectic day. There was 
still a valiant group of women who, 
without the stimulant to which men 
(I judge only by appearances) had 
had access freely, still were awake, 
but hungry. Possibly it is dye to the 
fact that Mr. Shannon is said to be a 
teetotaler that he happened to be 
about the only man around to hear 
the women’s plaint. 

“Just to show you what a good 


friend [am of the ladies, I am going ‘ 


to take you down to where there is 
a wienerwurst parior open and give 
you a supper,” he said. 

Perhaps a dozen or more women 
joined the party, all of prominent, 
well-known names, though it was 
impossible to verify a single one on 
the list given me confidentially the 
next morning—and you won't wonder 
when I tell you that after getting 
them all seated, these dignified, 
gray-haired matrons, some of them, 
seated on stools at the counter or- 
dering each from a choice of ham- 
burger, ham-and-egg or “hot-doe” 
sandwiches, Mr. Shannon; the gal- 
lant, the astute, faded away, disap- 
peared and never came back. Left 
the women to settle their own 
checks! oan 

Oh, he fooled them, all right! Al- 
most any woman there had percep- 
tion enough to realize that from 
such tactics he easily becomes mas- 
ter of a situation. The women are 
learning through these experiences 
to nderstand something of the 
subtleties of politicians.

When 
they replied, self-righteously, “For 
Reed,” the widow, who is a very dig- 
nified, impressive-looking woman 
in her handsome weeds, drew her- 
self up in her most impressive man- 
ner and said: 

“Those may be rather expensive 
votes for you. They may cost you 
about $800. I had intended to buy 
my husband's monument from you. 
Now I may, after the November elec- 
tion, buy it elsewhere.” 

It was pointed out many times 
in discussions of the tariff and oth- 
er economic questions that women 
have the spending of about 90 per 
cent of all the family incomes as a 
reason for their interest in these 
public probleme.

Are You Planning to Replenish Your Supply of Different Towels? . © 


EPLENISHING the stock of 
R tami towels is a fall and 

spring duty in almost all 
households, and since linen has been 
scarce it has not been a very Satis- 
factory undertaking. This fall, how- 
ever, linens are coming in once more 
from European centers, and so the 
mercerized cotton fabrics and make- 
shift materials we have been using 
are less often a part of household 
supplies, 

Huck toweling has lang been the 
favorite of particulars«housekeepers., 
Ready-made hemstitched towels 
with damask borders figure largely 
in purchases of household linen, 
though there are still some women 
vld-fashioned enough to insist upon 
buying huck by the piece and mak- 
ing their own towels. There is an 
advantage in this, for they may be 
made longer and wider than those 
that come ready-made, and may be 
hemmed any width by hand and fin- 
ished with drawn-work and initials, 
or embellished with quaint  cross- 
stitch work. 


Quest towels are made up in sets 
of a dozen, just enough for each 
week-end guest, and these towels are 
usually hemmed with narrow hems 
and embroidered with an initial in 
one corner. If they are used by the 
family, also, they are made to match 
the big towels: 


Among the season's novelties are 
pink and blue linen towels with inch- 
deep, hemstitched hems. The col- 
ors must be carefully set the first 


time the towels are used, but even 
with this precaution it is not at all 
certain that they will not fade. Many 
women buy them for distinctly bath- 
room use, and if' they fade they have 
them boiled white, 

Joseph's coat had nothing on the 
crash towels of today, for they are 
in all imaginable colors and combi- 
nations. Here, again, dyes are not 
guaranteed, and there igs nothing as 
ugly as a faded towel. It is safer 
to stick to plain white ones with col- 
ored, striped borders. Sait should 
be put in the water to set colors 
when towels are washed for the first 
time. Blue or pink is safe, while 
lilac and green are apt to fade. Bath 
mats come in colors to match bath 
towels, and here, again, the same 
choice in colors holds good. Some 
women buy terry cloth or crash tow- 
eling and make towels just the 
length and width they like, in which 
case they buttonhole-stitch a narrow 
hem at the ends, then crochet on a 
narrow, scalloped edge. These tow- 
els are apt to be of a better quality 
than those ready-made, and so last 
longer. When towels begin to wear 
out they may be used up for floor 
cloths, and make excellent ones. 
Wash cloths may be had in striped 
borderings like the big towels. 

Hand roller towels are often used 
during the day in families where 
there are a number of youngsters. 
The toweling for this purpose comes 
in plaids’ or with white centers and 
wide-colored borders, which distin- 
guishes them from kitchen towels.

Separate towels for children’s use 
have a tape loop at one corner oF 
stitched flat acrosa one end by whica 
to hang them up. Damask towels are 
not as popular as huck, for they are 
not as pliable and do not absorb wa- 
ter as well. Old-fashioned fringed 
towels are rarely used by modern 
housekeepers. 

Kitchen linens were never. more 
fascinating than they are today. Tow- 
els with their use typed in white let- 
ters on the colored borders are well 
liked. “Glass,” “dish,” “cook's” and 
‘“‘butler’s” are the inscriptions which 
cistinguish these towels, so that they 
may not get mixed. They come in sol- 
id or linen plaids, large, heavy, lined 
blocks, stripes of all widths and plain 
white with colored borders. Usually, 
different colors are chosen for each 
purpose in households where _ there 
are servants. Where the mistress 
toes her own work with or without 
an occasional helper, one color is suf- 
ficient. Where towels are especially 
made, they may be embroidered with 


various symbols; such as cups and. 


saucers on tea-towels, pots and pans 
on cook’s towels, tumblers, plates and 
trays on butler’s, and dishpans and 
platters on dish towels. 

The wise housekeeper puts only @ 
limited supply of towels In use at one 
time, as they must be kept clean and 
in order for daily use. If extra tow- 
els are at hand, they are apt to be 
used, while soiled ones wait for a 
more convenient sedson to be washed, 
or, as sometimes happens, are used 
for rags.
